5.— INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 


(a)  MILK  SUPPLY.' — An  adequate  supply  of  milk  is 
produced  within  or  brought  into  the  district. 

During  1949  30  inspections  of  the  Dairies  and  Cowsheds  in 
the  district  have  been  carried  out,  the  number  of  dairy  farms  at 
30th  September,  1949  being  92  and  the  number  of  dairymen  or 
milk  purveyors  (other  than  cowkeepers)  at  31st  December,  1949,  6. 

(b)  MEAT. — There  is  no  slaughtering  in  the  district  other 
than  the  slaughter  of  pigs  under  Ministry  of  Food  Licence. 
Occasionally,  pigs  killed  privately  are  inspected. 

There  are  two  registered  slaughter-houses  with  shops 
attached.  Periodic  inspections  are  made  and  any  unsound  meat 
rejected. 

No  legal  proceedings  were  necessary  during  the  year. 

6.— PREVALENCE  OF,  AND  CONTROL  OVER,  INFECTIOUS 

DISEASE. 

During  1949  cases  of  infectious  disease  requiring  hospital 
treatment  were  removed  to  Whelley  Hospital. 

17  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  were  notified  during  the  year,  as 
against  30  in  1948,  10  cases  being  removed  to  hospital  for 
treatment. 
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One  case  of  Acute  Poliomyelitis  was  notified  during  tlie  year. 
The  child  was  treated  in  Whelley  Hospital  and  made  an  un¬ 
interrupted  recovery. 


25  cases  of  Measles  of  a  mild  type  were  notified. 

I  am  pleased  to  report  that  there  was  no  outbreak  of  Food 
Poisoning  in  the  district  during  the  year. 


Free  immunisation  against  Diphtheria  is  provided  for  any 
pre-school  or  school-child  and  is  performed  by  the  Medical 
Officer  or  Practitioner.  During  1949  123  pre-school  and  91  school- 
children  completed  a  full  course  of  primary  immunisation  with 
2  injections  of  Alum  Precipitated  Toxoid.  In  addition  244  child¬ 
ren  were  given  a  secondary  or  reinforcing  injection. 

No  preliminary  and  no  post-Schick  tests  were  undertaken. 


The  general  standard  of  cleanliness  and  habits  in  the  district 
remains  high,  and  cases  of  infestation  by  lice  dealt  with  at  the 
Clinic  were  few,  and  were  successfully  treated  with  D.D.T 
Emulsion.
